The  Year  167$. 

Another  year  has  gone.  As 
come  the  new  year,  standing  now  at  the 
threshold  of  the  second  oentury  of  our 
national  existence,  it  is  well  to  glance 
backward  over  the  leading  events  of  the 
twelvemonth  just  dosed. 

The  year  1878  has  not  bean  a  very 
eventful  one.  Ws  recall  but  a  single 
•hange  in  the  map  of  the  world  as  a  re¬ 
sult  of  war,  and  that  is  nothing  moro 
than  a  fresh  extension  of  the  Russian 
dominions  in  oentral  Asia,  a  prooses  that 
has  been  going  on  for  many  generations, 
and  that  will  doubtless  oontinuo.  Tho 
Dutch  war  against  the  Atchineee  has 
not  been  brought  to  a  dose. 

The  only  other  ware  of  note  have  been 
civil  ware  ;  the  Garlist  rebellion  in  Spain, 
the  Cuban  insurrection,  and  the  rising 
in  Herzegovina — more  important  than 
either  of  tne  others.  The  Oarlist  cause 
seems  to  be  at  an  extremity  as  the  year 
wanes,  and  possibly  before  this  review 
reache*  our  readers,  it  may  have  come 
to  an  end.  The  war  in  Cuba  continues 
with  little  change.  The  Herzegovinian 
revolt  has  gained  an  importance  daring 
the  last  months,  and  unless  it  can  be 
speedily  put  down,  may  ppve  a  fatal 
calamity  to  the  Turkish  empire. 

Political  ohanges  and  revolutions  have 
been  few.  Near  the  beginning  ot  tho 
year  Spain  oast  aside  the  Republican 
form  of  government,  which  had  been  a 
name  rather  than  a  reality,  and  called 
Alfonso,  the  son  of  the  deposed  Queen 
Isabella,  to  the  throne.  The  revolution 
was  bloodless,  as  was  that  which  drove 
out  tho  now  restored  Bourbon  dynasty. 
France,  on  the  other  hand,  has  by  the 
action  of  the  national  assembly,  set  up  a 
republic,  framed  a  constitution,  and 
made  all  the  preparations  to  set  the  new 
machinery  in  motion  a  month  or  two 
hence. 

Elsewhere  there  has  been  quiet 
and  good  order,  without  any  startling 
political  changes,  or  important  reforms. 
Mr.  Disraeli  ft  government  in  Great 
Britain  ha*  met  with  no  serious  check. 
Neither  in  Austria,  Italy,  Russos,  nor  in 
any  of  the  countries  of  northern  Europe, 
has  anything  occurred  to  attract  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  world. 

At  home  there  have  been  but  few 
striking  events.  Two  cabinet  ohanges 
constitutes  the  only  changes  in  the  gen¬ 
eral  administration.  A  law  providing  for 
the  resumption  of  speoie  payments  at 
the  beginning  o!  the  year  1879,  was  the 
most  important  measure  of  the  Congress 
whioh  adjourned  on  the  fourth  o!  March. 
The  new  Congress  has  as  yet  done  little 
exoept  to  organize  and  to  get  into  work¬ 
ing  ord  r. 

rt  has  been  a  good  year  for  crops,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  United  States;  but  a 
very  bad  year  for  business,  almost 
everywhere.  We  have  gathered  a  grain 
harvest  nearly  equal  to  tho  largest,  and 
a  cotton  crop  more  abundant  than  was 
over  before  known.  But  trade  has  been 
very  dull,  prices  have  been  falling,  aud 
many  thousands  of  people  have  been  tm- 

fered,tmt  probably  none  nu  grruvij  ■»* 
the  United  States.  As  the  year  draws 
to  an  end,  there  ore  encouraging  signs 
that  the  worst  of  the  season  of  depres¬ 
sion  is  over. 

Death  has  removed  many  men  of  name 
and  fame.  The  young  emperor  of  Chino, 
who  had  ruled  that  vast  empire  but  a 
short  time,  was  the  only  crowned  head 
that  has  died  during  the  yesr.  Vice- 
President  Wilson  and  ex  President 
Johnsop,  ex-Viee-President  Breckin¬ 
ridge,  and  Jesse  D.  Bright,  all  of  whom, 
during  their  lifetime,  presided  over  the 
American  Senate,  have  passed  away. 
Science  has  lost  Sir  Charles  Lyell,  the 
geologist,  and  Prof.  Wheatstone,  the 
electrician.  The  moet  noted  preacher 
who  has  died  is  M.  Coquerel,  the  French 
protestant  clergyman.  Literature 
mourns  Charles  Eingsioy  and  Hans 
Christian  Andersen.  The  death  of  Wil¬ 
liam  B.  Astor,  the  richest  man  in  New 
York,  if  not  in  America,  reminds  us  that 
the  rich  are  not  spared  by  the  great  de 
efcroyer.  ' _ _ _

Hon.  Frank  W.  Miller,  a  sou  of  one 
of  the  earliest  and  most  consistent  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Washington  Total  Abstinence 
Society,  has  contributed  to  the  Ports¬ 
mouth  (N.  H.)  Chronicle  a  brief  history 
of  that  organization.  He  says  :  On 
the  second  day  of  April,  1840,  si 
sat  drinking  in  s  tavern  on  Liberty 
street,  Baltimore.  Jfotioes  had  been 
published  in  the  papers  of  that  city  that 
a  distinguished  clergyman  (Matthew 
Hale  Smith)  would  lecture  on  temper¬ 
ance  that  evening  in  one  of  the  ohurenea. 
This  subject  was  mentioned  by  one  of  the 
six,  and,  after  some  *  *’  ' 

that  two  of  their  m 
the  meeting,  and 
done,  and,  after  the  report  had  been 
listened  to,  and  the  subject  discussed, 
one  of  them  exclaimed:  *•  Let  us  form 
a  temperance  society,  and  make  Biff 
Mitchell  president”  With  this  under¬ 
standing,  and  after  taking  another  drink, 
they  separated.  On  the  next  evening 
they  met  at  the  same  plaoe— the  matter 
was  again  talked  over,  and  they  resolved 
to  form,  and  did  form,  a  society,  naming 
it  after  the  Father  of  their  Country,  as 
it  waa  quite  comma  at  that  time  to 
name  most  organizations  after  Washing 
ton.  The  names  of  those  sir  individu¬ 
als  were  William  Mitchell,  David  Hoes, 
Charles  Anderson,  George  Steer,  Bill 
McCurdy,  and  Tom  Campbell.  They 
then  voted  to  meet  the  next  night  in  a 
oarpenter’s  shop,  and  each  agreed  to 
bring  a  new  member.  There  meeting* 
were  held  almost  nightly,  and  for  re¬ 
marks  each  related  his  own  experience 
at  the  ocmrt  of  death.  As  might  be  ex¬ 
pected,  these  meetings  began  to  attract 
public  attention.  John  Hawkins  early 
became  a  member,  but  was  not  one  of 
the  original  six.  Them  reformed  man 
were  soon  invited  to  visit  other  cities 
and  towns,  ami  who  of  our  older  retirees 
has  not  listened  to  the  thrilling  sod 
simple  experienoe  si  John  Hawkins  as 
he  nas  portrayed  the  miaexy  of  the 
drunkard  and  told  the  touching  story  of 
his  Httlo  daughter  Hannah  persuading 
him  to  quit  the  drunkard’s  drink.  This 
new  movement  spread  from  aity  to  city, 
and  from  town  to  town,  until  there  wan 
scarcely  a  plaoe  in  the  United  State* 
that  did  not  have  He  Washingtonian 
Total  Abstinence  Society.  Men  who 
had  been  drunkard*  for  years  burst  tho 
bands  that  had  re  long  bound  them,  and 
became  temperanoe  reformers.  The 
namo  being  quite  long,  it  soon  became 
shortened  by  daily  use,  and  there 
organisation*  became  known  throughout 
the  country  as  “Wrehiugtouiaus.  ”  The 
Washington  ion  Society  was  orig  natrd 
in  Portsmouth  in  1841,  and  has  been  in- 
Rtrumental  in  reclaiming  more  than 
throe  hundred  iutomi  crate  Den,  many 
of  whom  kept  the  pledge  till  their  dying 
Others  stul  live  a  blesaing  to 
famillos  and  an  honor  to  society.
